The fall tea» o f the public scho o ls 
o pened Mo nday mo rning, with an en­ 
ro llment o f scho lars far m excess o f 
previo us yeais, and Superintendent 
Wilso n say« that there will pro bably 
be co nsiderable o f an increase during 
the next two weeks. The to tal at­ 
tendance o n Mo nday in all the scho o ls 
in the city was 819 scho lars with 18 
teachers. This is an increase o f o ver 
175 scho lars and two teachers o ver 
last year. 
In tho Seco nd Ward alo ne 
33 new scho lars were received. In 
this ward it is almo st impo ssible to 
acco mmo date the scho lars in the pre­ 
sent building and it is exceedingly to 
be regretted that arrangements co uld 
no t have been perfected to co nstruct 
a new building. By reference to the 
table belo w it will be seen that each o f 
the ro o ms in this ward have an enro ll­ 
ment o f 70 scho lars, sufficient fo r fo ur 
ro o ms. In the Third Ward the first 
ro o m has 72 scho lars, at least twice as 
many as can be handled advantage­ 
o usly. If the present rate o f increase 
co ntinues next year, and it undo ubt­

I t is propos«*«! to erect a m agnifi­ 
cent national monument tothe mem­ 
o ry of Em peror W illiam I. The site 
selected is the towering, roeky mass 
of the H oh en s tu u fen, in Wurtem- 
I>erg, on which stood the old ances­ 
tral east I«* ot tin* Hohenstaufen dy­ 
nasty. 
The castle was destroyed in 
the peasant*’ war, and no traces of 
it now remain. 
The plan of the 
monument is that o f a circular or 
polygonal edifit* in the Rom an style, 
a ra up* of columns supporting a roof, 
the light to lw* adm itted from above. 
In tlx* central of the hall is to be 
placed the statue of the emperor 
surrounded by the statue ofthegreat 
men who served him. The walls are 
to Is- decorated with portraits ol the 
Hohenstaufen rulers, and paintings 
representing: their achievement« and 
in portant events in the history ofthe 
Herman empire.

W h ite Ghost was ubout to retire, when 
Ju d g e W hite called his attention to a brief 
which the Indians had referred to him for 
consideration, which covered tw o requests 
which the Indians made, one Is ing remuner­ 
ated from t he Northwestern road for about 
seventy-five acres of land which that road 
had taken possession of when «-xtending to 
Pienw and the other calling for the transfer 
of a num ber of their |H*opJe to this ugency 
from Stand ing Rock.

Last Herd on the Divide. 


The sun was just sinking behind 
the low hills which formed the west­ 
ern “ divide,” nnd the opposing hill 
011 the eastern side of the “ draw ” 
were in such deep shadow us to be 
hardly visible. Smoke curling from 
a rude chimney of mud and willow 
twijcg lirst attracted the attention

ing prairie, piled one on the other to 
a height not exceeding 8 to 10 feet, 
for tho winds constantly 
blowing, 
would 
level 
a

am bitious 
structure to the earth. Its roof was 
composed of long poles running par­ 
allel, over which were spread willow 
twigs gathered from the m argin of 
the small stream which ran through 
tho 
“ draw ” —as 
the 
little 
va l­ 
ley between the 
hills was called 
—the whole finished off with sod, 
forming a covering 
imperious to 
wind nnd rain. It boasted of two 
small glazed windows, brought from 
the nearest big town, sixty miles 
aw ay, with no little trouble—on cith­ 
er side of tho door, which latter was 
the only one, serving as “ front” nnd 
“ hack.” 
In front of the door wns a 
small plateau which gently dipped to 
the druw, where flowers to such pro­ 
fusion in Hummers that the settlers 
hardly missed the garden of their old 
home, and even now flaunted the 
hrilliant-hucd

lining membrane of tho abdomen, 
producing peritonitis, which caused 
the cow's death.

KILLED BY THE CARS. 


Ij. M. Powell, a Switch®a» in the N. 
P. Yards, Run Over by the Cars 
And Instantly Killed. 
A most shocking accident occurred 
in the N. P. yards in this city on Mon­ 
day night about 10 o’clock, whereby L. 
M. Powell, a yard switchman, lost his 
life. Switch engine No. 126 was at 
that time switching cars at the east 
end of the dump , and Powell was 
emp loyed in cutting the cars off. The 
last seen of him was by the engineer 
as he gave the signal to back up . It 
is sup p osed he went between the cars 
to draw the coup ling p in and that 
his foot got caught between the guard 
rail and the rail, and being unable to 
release himself he was thrown by the 
moving cars on the track and run 
over. The engineer, not seeing any 
signal to stop , kep t backing up , sup ­ 
p osing that Powell was riding on the 
break-beam, as switchmen frequently 
do, until another switchman fearing 
that a collision with other cars stand­ 
ing on the track would result, gave 
the engineer the signal to stop , which 
ho did only about two car lengths 
from where Powell lay. When dis­ 
covered he lay along side of the track 
with his head crushed to a jelly, his 
right arm broken and his hip dis­ 
located. 
His remains were p icked 
up and carried to Losey 6c Dean’s 
undertaking shop where they were 
p rep ared for burial. On the follow­ 
ing morning they were taken to his 
residence at the corner of 7th and 
Pine streets, and on Wednesday were 
buried in Evergreen cemetery, the 
burial services l>eing conducted by 
Rev. E. J. Brownson, at the Bap tist 
church. 
Mr. Powell has boon a resident of 
this city for several years p ast, during 
which time he has been in the em­ 
p loy of the N. P. comp any as con­ 
ductor until two months ago when he 
was layed off. 
Since then he has 
been working in the yard. He was 
married aI>out a year ago to a daugh­ 
ter of Christ Miller, the milk man, 
since which time they have lived 
hap p ily together at their residence in 
this city on 7th street south.

Braiuenl Public Schools. 


The fall term of the public schools 
opened Monday morning, with an en­ 
rollment of scholars far in excess of 
previous yearn, and Superintendent 
Wilson says that there will probably 
be considerable of an increase during 
the next two weeks. The total at­ 
tendance on Monday in all the schools 
in the city was 819 scholars with 18 
teachers. This is an increase of over 
175 scholars and two teachers over 
last year. 
In tho Second Ward alone 
33 new scholars were received. 
In 
this ward it is almost impossible to 
accommodate the scholars in the pre­ 
sent building and it is exceedingly to 
be regretted that arrangements could 
not have been perfected to construct 
a new building. 
By reference to the 
table below it will be seen that each of 
the rooms m this ward have an enroll­ 
ment of 70 scholars, sufficient for four 
rooms. 
In the Third Ward the first 
room has 72 scholars, at least twice as 
many as can be handled advantage­ 
ously. If the present rate of increase 
continues next year, an* i it undoubt­ 
edly will, it will Is* utterly imjiossible 
to accommodate tho scholars in these 
wards 
in -the 
present buildings. 
Therefore it is absolutely necessary 
that new buildings Ik? constructed by 
the first of the next school year.

Public Schools. 


The fall fella of the public schools 
opened Monday morning, with an en­ 
rollment of scholars far rn excess of 
previous yeas; au4- Superintendent 
Wilson says that there will probably 
be considerable of an increase during 
the next two weeks. The total at­ 
tendance on Monday in all the schools 
in the city was 819 scholars with 18 
teachers. This is an increase of over 
175 scholars and two teachers over 
last year. 
In the Second Ward alone 
33 new scholars were received. In 
this ward it is almost impossible to 
accommodate the scholars in the pre­ 
sent building and it is exceedingly to 
be regretted that arrangements could 
not have been perfected to construct 
a new building. By reference to the 
table below it will be seen that each of 
the rooms rn this ward have an enroll­ 
ment of 70 scholars, sufficient for four 
rooms. In the Third Ward the first 
room has 72 scholars, at least twice as 
many as can be ban (Him I advantage­ 
ously. If the present rate of increase 
continues next. year, an-I if undoubt­ 
edly will, it will be utterly impossible 
to accommodate tho scholars in these 
wards 
in -the 
present buildings. 
Therefore it is absolutely necessary 
that new buildings Ira constructed by 
the first of the next school year.

Deceased was 
abou thirty-five, married and had no chil­ 
dren. 
He had ben working in the mine since 
April. 
Herb Ripley, an employee ofthe Shell Lake 
I.umber com pany, iri trying to get off a 
m oving freight train a t Shell Lake, Wis., 
fell and was run over by the train, crushing 
bot!i legs. 
H" was taken to tin* Cumlierland 
hospital where he died, not rallying enough 
from his injory for am putation.

The father, 
overwhelmed w ith grief, rushed to his son and 
knelt at his side on the grass, ami then with 
the sam e weapon with which lie had killed his 
son ended his life. 
His dom estic affairs were 
harm onious, and he idolized the son he acci­ 
dently killed. 


Columbus Carter, an evictor tn the employ 
of a railroad com pany, w as assassinated, 
while returning hom e from work on his farm 
near Noran, K ansas. The events leading up 
to the killing cover a period of several years, 
during w hich there has been an organization 
of men here called 
“leaguers,” banded to ­ 
gether to resist any efforts to deprive, them 
of lands which they considered rightfully 
theirs, these lands having been granted to a 
railroad com pany by the governm ent, and 
by the leaguers claimed by reason of non-ful­ 
fillment of coutract to have reverted back to 
the governm ent.

There is not the slightest trouble an­ 
ticipated, and the movement* o fth e Indian* 
have absolutely nothing to do with the land 
councils of the Sioux. 
This informal ion is 
from reliable official and private sources, and 
sets ut r*-st the apprehension* caused by the 
sensational dispatches that have been sent 
predicting an Indian outbreak or serious 
trouble, or th at th m ove was the result of 
the efforts of the land com missioners to for*-** 
them to sign the treaty throw ing open the 
Sioux reservation. 
As the city sexton of Beloit, Wis., was go­ 
ing the rounds o f the city cemetery, he dis­ 
covered a grave in the potter’s field which 
had evidently been tampered with. 
The cof­ 
fin had rotted nearly away, but it is evident 
that the object was not grave robbery. The 
desecration of the grave has probably som e­ 
thing to do with the rumor that has existed 
for many yeurs. 
The story is that about 
thirty years ago a colony of em igrants came 
to Beloit, where their leader was taken sick 
and died of cholera. 
He was buried at once, 
his clothes not even being removed. 
Koon 
afterward it was reported that he had a 
large am ount of gold in his belt. 
The story 
ha* from time to time been revived. 
The of­ 
ficials are investigating the ease. 
The report of the arrest and confinement 
of John Grass, the Sioux Indian is confirmed.

Astronomers who have kept 
a record for many years assure us 
that t.heaverage number seen bv one 
observer at one plsice on ?i clear, 
moonless night is fourteen jter hour, 
which is shown by culcuhition to t*e 
equivalent to 20,000,000 daily for 
the whole earth. 2. They sire not 
terrestisil phenomena, moving in th*; 
lower atmosphere,but celestial bodies 
moving in orbits, sind with velocities 
comparable to thos** of pi:mete and 
comets. Their velocities are seldom 
under ten miles si second or over fif­ 
ty, and a vers i ge about thirty, tin* 
velocity of the earth in its orbit 
round tie? sun 
bring eighteen, d. 
They sire of various compositions, 
comprising both si large majority of 
of smaller particles which sire set on 
fire l>y the resistance of the earth’s 
atmosphere, sind are entirely burned 
up and resolved into vapor long Ix*- 
for© they reach its surface, and a few 
larger on©*, known as meteors,which 
ar© only partly fused or glazed by 
heat, and reach the e;irth in the form 
of stony masses, 
t. They are not 
uniformly distributed through space, 
but collect in m©teorie swarms or 
streams, two stt l©ast of which re­ 
volve around tin; sun hi closed rings, 
which are hit* rs©cted by th© earth’s 
orbit, causing tlie inngnitieent dis 
plays of shooting stars whi©h art? 
wh'ii in August and November. 5.

Their composition, 
i us inferntl from the larger meteors 
which reach the earth, is identical, or

brought up from great depths by vol- 
i canic eruptions. 
In each case they 
consist of two classes, one composed 
} mainly of native iron alloyed with 
! nickel, the other of stony matter, 
j consisting mainly of compounds of 
silicon and magnesium. 
Most me- 
! torites consist of compounds of the 
two class*#, in which the stony parts 
m ©rn to have broken into fragments 
by violent collision, and Is-come im- 
j bedded in iron which has been fu sed 
by heat into a plastic or pasty con­ 
dition.—The Contemporary Review.

What are Shooting Stars! 


W hat do we know as certain facts 
with regard to shooting stars? I. 
they are vastly more numerous than 
any one has an idea of who has not 
watched them continuously for many 
nights. 
Astronomers who have kept 
a record for many years assure us 
th at the average number seen by one 
observer a t one place on a clear, 
m oonless night is fourteen [>er hour, 
which is shown by calculation to lo* 
equivalent to 20,OOO,(KXI daily for 
the whole cart Ii. 
2. They are not 
torrential phenomena, m oving in the 
lower at mosphere,bot celestial bodies 
m oving in orbits, and with velocities 
comparable to those of planets and 
com ets. Their velocities are seldom 
under ten miles a second or over fif­ 
ty. and average about 
thirty, th*? 
velocity of the earth in its orbit 
roil ml th*? sun 
lieing eighteen. 
3. 
They are of various com positions, 
com prising both a large majority of 
of smaller particles which are set on 
fire by the resistance of the earth’s 
atmosphere, and are entirely burned 
rif > iqi and resolved into vapor long be­ 
fore t hey reach its surface, and a few 
larger *in**s, known as meteors,which 
are only partly fuse*! or glazed 
by 
heat, and reach the earth in the form 
of stony masses. 
4. They are not 
uniformly distributed through space, 
but collect iii meteoric swarms or 
stream s, two at least of which re­ 
volve around the sun in clos**] rings, 
which are intersected by th** earth's 
orbit. causing the magnificent dis 
plays of shooting stars which are 
s«***n in Angust and 
No vein tier, 
5. 
They ar*-* connected with comets, it 
ha ving been demonstrate*] bp Schia­ 
parelli that the orbit of the com et of 
I OGG is identical w ith tie* August 
swarm of meteors known as the i ’er- 
seids, and connection lietween comets 
and meteor stream s have lieen found 
iii at least three ot her eases. The 
fact is generally believed that comets 
ar© nothing but a condensation of 
m eteorites rendered incandescent by 
the heat generated by th**ir m utual 
collision when brought into close 
proxim ity. 
G. Their com position, 
as inferred from the larger meteors 
xviii* Ii reach the earth, is identical,or 
nearly 
so, with that of 
m atter 
brought up from great depths by vol­ 
canic eruptions. 
In each case they 
consist of two classes, one composed 
m ainly of native iron alloyed with 
nickel, the other of stony m atter, 
consisting mainly of com pounds of 
silicon and magnesium. 
Most m**- 
tori ten consist of com pounds of the 
two classes, in which th** stony parts 
seem to have broken into fragments 
by violent collision, and Is-come im- 
bedded in iron which has been fus*-*l 
by heat into a plastic or pasty con­ 
dition.—The Contemporary Review.

The nation's capital has a young 
preacher xvho is trying to blossom 
out as the m ost sensational pulpit 
orator in this part of the country. 
He bears the peculiar name of EM Itez 
Sw* rn, and is at present in charge of 
on** of the Baptist churches. He gave 
notice a few weeks ago that hexvould 
commence a s**ri**s of Sunday evening 
sermons on W ashington wick***loess. 
His opening shots were scattering,as 
if lie xv an ted to be certain that his 
new 
style of preaching would take 
with the press and the people. 
In a 
general sort o f way he told his hear­ 
ers iii effect that the Capital city was 
xvorse than ancient Babylon, and 
promised details Inter. 
Only one pa­ 
per noticed his sermon. 
The parson 
is young, and has a dudish appear­ 
ance. A few days after his first effort 
he xvas around on Newspaper Row 
leaving his ca rd, and incidentally try­ 
ing to discov er if any of tile outside 
pajiers had referred to his sermon. 
Indeed, he said th at he had boon told 
that one o fth e London pajiers had 
an account of his first sermon. 
He 
xvas t«>1*I 
that no London publisher 
had become crazy enough to order bv 
telegraph a W ashington sermon. The 
last effort of Rev. Ed Hez Sworn was 
aimed directly at editors, correspond­ 
ents and reporters. He pictured t hem 
u sa horrible class of citizens, and 
said th at the reporters would gladly 
lie for their editors and that they got 
their orders from their superiors. The 
P ost has taken hold of this clerical 
stripling, yearning for notoriety,aud 
has published one of his letters m ak­ 
ing a request th at a reporter Im' sent 
w ithout fail to write up his sermon. 
Such a man as this can't last long as 
a preacher, 
and when 
lie pictures 
W ashington as being worse th at any 
other city ofits size he sim plydosen't 
know what he is talking about; and 
according to the common expression 
so often heard, he ought “to take in 
the town" and find out som ething.

In the speech on the fortifications bill Sen­ 
ator Plumb made thcgr..ve charge th at un­ 
der the present arrangement no gun could 
l*e accepted or oven built unless the present 
board of army officers hud approved and. in- j 
deed, originated every plan arid specifica­ 
tion. 
This discourages uli manufacturers 
from taking any hand in attem pting to im­ 
p ro v e our arm ament. 
H o rse.—The Honse committee on foreign 
affaire made quick work of the President's 
m essage and the Wilson retaliation bill—sc 
quick, indeed, that when its author, Judge 
W ilson, of Minnesota, ran up stairs with nn 
amendment in his hand, which he and Secre­ 
tary Fairchild had framed, he was informed 
th a t the com mittee had finished its task and 
adjourned, having agreed to report, n substi­ 
tute measure.

treated public office not as a public trust but 
us «i private snap. 
HorsE.—Mr. Scott, of Pennsylvania, by 
unanimous consent, introduced the bill, sup­ 
plementing the act approved May 0, 1882,to 
execute certain treaty stipulations relating 
to the Chinese:, and 
the bill at once went 
through without opposition. 
A bill was introduced in the house by Mr. 
New ton of Louisiana to punish persons con­ 
nected with trusts.

The Emperor^ Monument. 
It is proposed to erect a magnifi­ 
cent national monument tothe mem­ 
ory of Emperor William I. The Hite 
selected is the towering, rocky mass 
of the Hohenstaufeii, in Wurfcem- 
txTg, on which stood the old ances­ 
tral castle ot the Ilohenstaufen dy­ 
nasty. The castle was destroyed in 
the peasants’ war, and no traces of 
it now remain. 
The plan of the 
monument is that o f a circular or 
polygonal edifice in the Roman style, 
a range ofcolu runs supporting a roof, 
the light to In* admitted from above. 
In the central of the hall is to be 
placed the statue of the emperor 
surrounded by the statue of the great 
men who served him. The walls are 
to lie decorated with portraits ot the 
Ilohenstaufen rulers, and paintings 
representing their .‘Achievements and 
inportant events in the history of the 
German empire. 


T he Sioux T rea ty . 


The Indiana at Crow Crock Agency are still 
considering the treaty for opening the Sioux 
reservation. 
The outlook is very bright at 
this agency and very gratifying reports are 
also received from the lower Brule, where it is 
exjieoted th at still less difficulty will he en­ 
countered 
in 
securing 
signatures. Cnpt. 
P ratt is confident, th at if n com paratively 
dean sweep can be made a t these two agen­ 
cies no serious difficulty Will be met in secur­ 
ing sufficient signatures to render the bill 
operative. The prospect* of a successful ter­ 
m ination of the labors of the commission are 
not by any m eans hopeless. 
The fountain head of ull the opposition en­ 
countered here lies with ft certain few who 
have forged ahead of the great m ass and now 
possess considerable stock, and they ate fear­ 
ful that they will not have the entireearth to 
graze over. 
They seem to low* sight of the 
fact that it takes but a fifth of the proposed 
reservation to locate every Indian entitled to 
land upon a 320-aero farm und that an 
abundance will Is* left, They are opposed 
from selfish 
purposes 
and seem to 
be 
willing 
to 
sacrifice 
schools 
mid 
all 
the 
privileges 
of 
civilization 
and 
ad­ 
vancement to the great mass of Indians so 
long as they are allowed 
to occupy thou­ 
sands of acres with their 
com paratively 
sm all herds of cattle. 
Still this bill would 
would not interfere with them in any respect, 
but 
they allege that any change would 
necessarily do so. Chief White Ghost at the 
last council said: 
Now, ray friends we want to do this work 
peaceably and quietly. That is good, th at 
is light; I am glad of that. 
We want to 
Put our attention closely to the work you 
nave brought to us 
We want to consider 
it quietly and peaceably. 
We were to come 
forward with the pen , hut this is not the 
day; we want to put it off another day. 
W hite Ghost Whs about to retire, when 
Judge Whit«* called his attention to a brief 
which the Indians had referred to him for 
consideration, which covered two requests 
w hich the Indians made, one being remuner­ 
ated from the Northwestern road for about 
seventy-five acres ot land which that road 
had taken possession of when extending to 
Pierre and the other calling for the transfer 
of a number of their people to this agency 
from Standing Rock. 
The judge stated that 
lie had examined the papers carefully, and 
would call the attention of the government 
to both m atters at once. 
White Ghost then 
sa id : 
I thank you for tliut; that is good. 
The 
Great Father when he sees lie has an impor­ 
tant work to do. work th at must Is* done 
quick and properly, he takes his soldiers by 
the hand and 
tells them to do it right. 
The great lather will choose a man from 
am ong the multitude, a good and wise 
man, 
for 
u judge. 
A 
man 
who 
has 
no malice tow ard atiy on**. 
That is the kind 
of the man, the great father generally chooses 
for a judge. 
And am ong you all then* is a 
great spirit w ho watches over him who is 
chosen and it will be well with us. 
Why I am 
happy at this. 
1 have suffered from this 
eartnly work, this land work, mid I hope 
th at everything will 1m* straightened out. 
I have wished for th at, and it will make me 
happy. Grunts of approval were frequent 
during the spendi of White Ghost, 
lie was 
immediately followed by other prominent 
speakers, none of whom 
spoke in 
reality 
against the bill, but laid great st n*ss upon the 
proposition set forth in White Ghost's speech. 
The real sensation of the day cam** when 
Bowed Head, an Indian, sprang into the 
circle and delivered the following urgent ap­ 
peal to the Indians; 
You are my friends, and what I am going 
to say may hurt you. 
Nevertheless 1 am 
going to speak. My friends, 1 am on a differ­ 
ent path from some of the nu t of you. 
1 am 
not one of tlie* chiefs sitting there, hut 1 am a 
lueiutier of the tribune, und I want to make 
a lead for the children. 1 am not a bit afraid 
of you, liecauso you are men. Theonly man 1 
uni afraid of is the God in whom 1 believe, 
i want to save the young generation of this 
trila*. 
He th at believes in the Great Spirit 
and sw eats lor him, I believe in him. 1 am 
going to say a few words to you Indians. 
I 
am not going to act for my own personal 
good. I have no children, but I have grand­ 
children. 
I do not wish to impose upon the 
rights of you chiefs who are sitting in front. 
No. niy friends, I only look at it for myself 
individually. 
You 
know my 
allotm ent. 
There is large, fine timber on it, four stacks of 
wheat, und I have a Belt-hinder. 
1 feel th at I 
am at liberty to say what 1 want to . 
If 
anybody is a friend of the great father I 
thought you chiefs wore his friends. 
Now, 
you 
chief's 
have spoken of 
our 
fore­ 
fathers 
and 
their 
graves 
upon 
the 
hill, 
and 
then 
I 
thought 
to 
m yself like this; 
When our forefathers died 
w hat had they accomplished for us? 
What 
did they do for us? 1 will tell you what works 
they left behind them. An old campfire, 
where even now the grass does not grow and 
old buflalo lanes that we can see on the 
prairies. That is all that is left of their work. 
We can see the old stones th at they worship­ 
ped still piled up. Young men, do you wish 
your children to go in this way? You chiefs, 
my brothers, my cousins, my relative*. 1 pray 
you to have mercy on the young people who 
are beginning life and have no property to 
start with. 
1 do not say these words because 
I seek to gain honor for myself personally. 
1 do not say them because I expect my great 
father to remember me hereafter for it. 
Come forward, you chiefs, and set us an 
example. 
[“H ow .”] 
We are waiting for 
you because you are chiefs [“how”], but if 
you do not come forward; we will 
go fo r ­ 
w a rd regardless of you. 
[“ H ow .”] 
White 
3 host, you are jnior In health und death is 
waiting for you every day. 
But I have 
something deeper than that to say to you. 
My friends, you may hate tne, but 1 tell you 
what is good. 
I know it is good. 
You m ay 
not think it is good, but I know th at it is 
good. 
1 have finished. 
FOLLOWS HIS EXAMPLE. 


A young Indian 
named W illiams then 
walked into the circle and placing his hat 
gently on the ground suid that in the pres­ 
ence of older men he uncovered his head. 
He 
then 
made 
the 
m ost feeling and 
effective speech thnt has yet been delivered 
by the Indians, calling on the Indians if they 
loved their children and wished them to be­ 
come educated, m ade happy and prosperous 
to come forward and sign the paper, and then 
walked bravely up to the table and regard­ 
less of threats placed his name upon the bill. 
At this action the entire muss of Indians 
sprang to their feet. 
For a moment ufeur- 
rul silence prevailed. 
Then the friends of the 
jill, including two chiefs, gathered about the 
able, and those opposed, seeing the folly of 
aterference, quietly withdrew from the coun- 
•il. 
It was an im posing sight when Williunts 
calked 
coolly 
and 
quietly 
up 
to 
,he 
table 
had 
the 
first 
name 
enrolled, und he deserves great credit for his 
lerve, having been 
frequently threatened 
vith death if he carried out his determitra- 
.ion. About sixty names were enrolled at 
he council and about thirty more later on 
it. the room s of the commissioners.

An immense blood-red flag was curried 
through tiie leading streets of Cleveland 
Ohio, and behind it marched a score of 
anarchists. This was “labor day,” so-called, 
and twelve hundred men formed in line and 
with music and waving emblems paraded the 
down-town thoroughfares and then with­ 
drew to a garden in the suburbs.

garden the anarchists unfurled their flag and 
refused to acknowledge the stars and stii|M*s. 
The com m ittee in charge induced them to 
put their flag awajq When the com mittee men 
turned their backs, the anarchists seized 
their emblem of blood and waved it aloft tri­ 
umphantly.

The list 
is steadily increasing, and the m ost gratify­ 
ing feature about the result of the work is 
that those who are arrayed upon the side of 
of the commissioners are the m ost intelligent, 
industrious and progressive element upon 
the reservation. 
In compliance with the request of Chief 
Dog Back the commissioners held another 
council.

Ghost and several 
others deliver?d sprerhes, but they simply 
rehashed their former speeches and reiterated 
that they were not ready to sign. Chief Dog- 
ill uck then delivered a good sprech in favor 
of the bill, at the conclusion of w hich he 
came forward and touched the pen. 
A num­ 
ber of his friends followed. 
When Dog- 
Back 
is-gan 
speaking. 
White 
Ghost 
und a number of 
his followers 
quietly 
left the circle and were seen no more at the 
council. 
Tiie Indians who had sign**d had 
requested J udge Wright to deliver a *|t»n h 
and the council therefore adjourned to the 
headquarters of the commissioner*, where 
the judge delivered the most eloquent and

•barred bodies of three men were found one 
>f w hich is supposed to be that of I’at Claire, 
l Canadian. Theothers have not l>een identi­ 
cal. Several men appeared at windows in 
he second story, and blankets were held by 
•itizens for them to jump into, hut they fell 
jack again und it is not known whether or 
jot they escaped by other means. 
At about the sam e hour a fire broke out in 
the toy warehouse of E. A. Prior & Co., at 
Baltimore. 
Before the firemen could get to 
work an explosion of tire w orks w recked the 
building and caused the flames to spread with 
H anning rapidity to the drug house of J. II. 
Winkelmun A Co., on the north nnd the bat 
house of M.S. Is*vy & Co..on I lie south. Scarcely 
hud theflreentered the edifice occupied by the 
drug house w hen the inside of the building 
seemed to suddenly drop in. 
A terrific ex­ 
plosion followed and the immense building 
•ollapsed. 
The entire fire department had 
by this time reached the scene, and as the at­ 
tention of tlie men was concentrated on the 
building under which tlieir com rati es wen; 
burned the flames had chance to spread, nnd 
«pread they did with frightful rapidity.

hn incredible short spare of time the entire 
block,

Holes were

Awful groans eauie from the pile, 
which seemed to make the working firemen 
put forth sujm rhuuiati efforts, and, after more 
than uii hour's work, it liecanie evident that 
*otne of the men were alive, und that they 
were being roasted to death. 
John Kelly, of 
Truck No. 2, managed to crawl out from the 
rubbish, and, of the eight men who entered 
the building, he was t he only one to escape 
with his life. 
He was cut and bruised, but 
lis injuries are not serious.

These physicians tell patients that 
they only have a little billions attack, but 
treat them lor yellow lever. 
They say the 
disease frightens more to death than it kills. 
It is now believed th at the total number of 
cases of fever not reported is large. 
By invitation of Gov. John B. Gordon of 
Augusta. Georgia, a conference wus held in 
Amrustu between Surgeon General Ham ilton 
and himself. 
The object of the conference 
was to consider the situation in Jacksonville 
and the expediency Of allowing the people of 
Jacksonville to go to other places and under 
w hat rest rictions. Surgeon General H am ilton 
received a list of resolutions from Atlanta 
which were adopted ot a meeting 
in that 
city. The 
resolutions 
fully endorse the 
course of Surgeon General Ham ilton, and ad­ 
mit that the wholesale removal of in fected 
persons to populous cities would be hazard­ 
ous in the extreme. 
The Mississippi state board of health has 
amended the quarantine regulations so as to 
require a person em eringthe state to possess 
a certificate from a health officer, or to give 
satisfactory proof thut he or she hus not 
been exposed to the yellow fever.

and carried away the 
father instead. 
It was said by the police 
th at William H aggerty had no occasion to 
be jealous or suspicions o f his Italian w ife. 
She was asleep 
in l>ed when the husband 
knocked on the door and did not 
wake up 
all ot once, but hearing the pistol shot she 
did get up and went out and fouud her 
husband dead.

Tlio sun was just sinking behind 
the low hills which formed the west­ 
ern “divide,” and the opposing hill 
on the eastern side of the “draw” 
were in such deep shadow as to lie 
hardly visible. Smoke curling from 
a rude chimney of mud and willow 
twigs first attracted the attention 
and gave unmistakable evidence of 
human 
habitation, 
which 
might 
have been passed unnoticed in the 
prevailing dead brow of the land­ 
scape.

“dug-out” occupied by Samuel Lewis 
and his family, which was the admi­ 
ration ami pride of the settlement 
scattered over an area of, perhaps, 
twenty-miles.

In front of the door was a 
small plateau which gently dipped to 
the draw, where flowers to such pro­

On the kitchen side were the 
cooking stove, tabh** and cupboards 
ingeniously made of packing boxes, 
the whole having an air of Himgcom­ 
fort. 
Mrs. Lewis was folding up her 
white apron just replaced by the 
more useful gingham preparatory to 
getting supper, having lighted her 
tire of ears of corn(they had no other 
fu el) when a shadow darkened the 
door.

enough settlers generally build log 
houses, hauling logs thirty or forty 
miles for the purpose. These houses 
are warm and comfortable. So long 
as yon don’t have to go out you 
don’t know what w inter is. 
Rut the 
sod house is not to be treated with 
disdain, I assure you.” 
“IIow are they built?” 
“In the first place a frame of boards 
the size the house is to be is put up 
so as to give the house a nice appear­ 
ance inside; the roof also is boarded 
over. Then the soil is cut with a 
plough and a bank three or four feet 
thick is raised all around this frame. 
Every sod is laid as carefully a s a 
mason lays a brick, the roots up, and 
ull the ojwirings are filled in with fine 
dirt. (q»enings tire made for the 
windows and doors, 
which 
have 
frames extending from inside to out­ 
side. These will contain sometimes 
th r» e w i ndows f< »r winter—always two. 
When the sod rampart is raised to 
the height of the roof poles are laid 
on and th e n sod put over these. The 
roots hold everything firm. 
You 
would be surprised to see the roots. 
Some of those grass roots are as 
thi< k as my finger and extend down 
from ten to fourteen feet.”

The ring had be­ 
come impacted in the muscular walls, 
and, therefore,

trouble; but from some cause it had 
become detached, thereby causing 
circumscribed inflammation of the 
organ, anti thence spreading to the 
lining n*inbrane of the abdomen, 
producing peritonitis, which caused 
the cow’s death.

KILLED BY THE CARS. 


L. M. Powell, a Switchman in the N. 
P. Yards, Run Over by the Cars 
And Instantly Killed. 
A most shocking accident occurred 
in tho N. P. yards in this city on Mon­ 
day night about 10 o’clock, whereby L. 
M. Powell, a yard switchman, lost his 
life. 
Switch engine No. 12G was at 
that time switching cars at the east 
end of the dump, and Powell was 
employed in cutting the cars off. The 
last seen of him was by the engineor 
as he gave the signal to back up. It 
is supposed ho went between the cars 
to draw the coupling pin and that 
his foot got caught between the guard 
rail and the rail, and being unable to 
release himself he was thrown by the 
moving cars on the track and run 
over. 
Tho engineer, not seeing any 
signal to stop, kept backing up, sup­ 
posing that Powell was riding on the 
break-beam, as switchmen frequently 
do, until another switchman fearing 
that a collision with other cars stand­ 
ing on tho track would result, gave 
the engineer tho signal to stop, which 
ho did only about two car lengths 
from whero Powell lay. 
When dis­ 
covered he lay along side of the track 
with his head crushed to a jelly, his 
right arm broken and his hip dis­ 
located. 
His remains were picked 
up and carried to Losey A Dean’s 
undertaking shop where they were 
prepared for burial. On the follow­ 
ing morning they were taken to his 
residence at the corner of 7th and 
Pine streets, and on Wednesday were 
buried in Evergreen cemetery, the 
burial services being conducted by 
Rev. E. J. Brownson, at tho Baptist 
church. 
Sir. Powell has boon a resident of 
this city for several years past, during 
which time he has boon in the em­ 
ploy of the N. P. company as con­ 
ductor until two months ago when he 
was layed off. 
Since then he has 
been working in the yard. 
He was 
married alxmt a year ago to a daugh­ 
ter of Christ Miller, the milk man, 
since which time they have lived 
happily together at their residence in 
this city on 7th street south.

KILLED BY THE CARS. 


L. M. Powell, a Switchman in the N. 
P. Yards, Run Over by the Cars 
And Instantly Killed. 
A most shocking accident occurred 
in the N. P. yards in this city on Mon­ 
day night about IO o’clock, whereby L. 
M. Powell, a yard switchman, lost his 
life. Switch engine No. 126 was at 
that time switching cars at the east 
end of the dump, and Powell was 
employed in cutting the cars off. The 
last seen of him was by the engineer 
as he gave the signal to back up. It 
is supposed he went between tho cars 
to draw the coupling pin and that 
his foot got caught between the guard 
rail and the rail, and being unable to 
release himself he was thrown by the 
moving cars on the track and run 
over. The engineer, not seeing any 
signal to stop, kept backing up, sup­ 
posing that Powell was riding on the 
break-beam, as switchmen frequently 
do, until another switchman fearing 
that a collision with other cars stand­ 
ing on tho track would result, gave 
the engineer the signal to stop, which 
ho did only about two car lengths 
from where Powell lay. When dis­ 
covered he lay along side of the track 
with his head crushed to a jelly, his 
right arm broken and his hip dis­ 
located. 
His remains were picked 
up and carried to Losey A Dean’s 
undertaking shop where they wore 
prepared for burial. On the follow­ 
ing morning they were taken to his 
residence at the corner of 7th and 
Pme streets, and on Wednesday were 
buried in Evergreen cemetery, the 
burial services lining conducted by 
Rev. E. J. Brownson, at tho Baptist 
church.
